T is not true, as tvas claimed b> Hearst's op- 


ponents, that his party is made up of men 


stirred to discontent b) wild editorials, bays the 
Leader. 
The editonaK have their power from 


the fact that they put into \\ordb the thoughts that 
are in many minds. In no state of society arc the 
relations between Capital and Labor stable. Chil 
society is continually adjusting and readjusting 
itself to nc\v conditions. In a country like this. 
where the growth of wealth lias been so enormous 
and so rapid, it is natural to expect that the ad- 
justment should be attended with much heat and 
friction. We are in such a period of adjustment 
and Hearst is one of the signs of the times. 


It may be safely stated that neither private 


conscience nor public opinion lias availed U> keep 
organized \vealth within the limits of justice or 
fair play. This thought is deq>ly planted in the 
minds of the present-da\ American that the in- 
dividual has no chance as against the coq>oration. 


Labor as distinguished from Capital has begun 
to fight lire w ith fire and the great labor organi- 
zations contend on not an entirely unequal foot- 
ing with the great combinations of Capital. 


Bui there is an unnumbered multitude out- 


side of the labor organizations. 
The farmers, 


the small dealers, the retailers stand alone. 
They 


are entirely in the hands of trusts that control 
them absolute!) and have power in case of re- 
bellion tu break them on the \\hcel.
